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Certain topics in Australian soccer never cease to arouse 
interest, debate, even passion; the ethnic ingredient and flavoring 
of the game is such. 

Recently, in connection with the Fitzroy riot, we once again 
aired our views on the subject and, predictably, touched off some 
reaction from Sydney Olympic whose amiable secretary Nick 
Smilas fired back an angry salvo at us. 

In his letter, he sayS, inter alia: : 

“In 1976 in ong of your editorials you thought that the. 
changing of the names was not necessary that after all, 
soccer’s support was the ethnic communities in Australia 

. In 1977 vou were slightly more objective ... this year 
you have finally decided that because the clubs have 
“ethnic images” the Australian sporting public stays away 
from the games ... may we ask you, when you refer to 
Australians, are you thinking about the descendants of the 
first settlers or first and second generations oF even 
naturalised Australians. ’”’ : 

The truth is that — we have been ‘conned.’ We were led {fo 
believe, together with the rest of the Press, that the PSL would 
mark a total departure from the old ethnic club images and a 
genuine effort would be made to capture the much larger 
Australian ‘market. 

Of course, this hasn't happened except in Newcastle and 

_ Canberra where the entire cities — and not just one nationality — 
stand behind their teams. 

Elsewhere, to a smaller or larger degree, one migrant group 
runs and supports each club, fully and exclusively, whether that 
club hides behind a facade or not. - 

If the PSL had been planned and constructed with less haste 
and more foresight, all this could have been avoided. 

But in our “political atmosphere” it had to be pushed if not 

bulldozed through to gain the imprimatur of the various States and 
finally ASF and almost all nominating clubs were accepted 
without too many scruples. : 
_ Oh yes, there was a token gesture made towards an “Australian 
image” when less militant clubs were induced to change their 
names; now we have a Brisbane City, Adelaide City, West 
Adelaide, Fitzroy, éte., though locally (and in some newspapers) 
We. are still referred to as Azzurri, Juventus, Hellas, Alexander, 
etc. 

But even this ASF edict was relaxed in some cases; Marconi 
refused any changes, Hakoah is now Eastern Suburbs Hakoah 
and Pan Hellenic is Oiympic. : 

What amazes me is that a name seems to mean so much at all. 

Hakoah hasn't got one Jewish player in its first team: Olympic 
| has no Greek and Marconi has only one Italian (Vieri), 

All have a cosmopolitan playing staff (mainly Australian and 
British) — yet they cling to the name which, for the players 
anyway, means nothing. , 3

If they do fail in a match, and 
three unfortunate recent cases 
come to mind, the policy is to al- 
locate them “easier” games at 
the earliest opportunity, so that 
they have the chance to re- 
establish themselves. 

As for the claim that the “best” 
referees must control the “best” 
games, it is done to a reasona- 
ble but not doctrinaire degree.

The Germans could have lived’ 
with the premature retirement 
from the national team of such 
stars as Mueller, Breitner, Grab- 
owski and might have survived 
the retirement of Overath and the 
decline of Hoeness. 

But. Beckenbauer, the most 
dominating soccer personality of 
our time, is irreplaceable and 
the German press, which drove 
him to the USA with sensational 
accounts of his private life, is the. 
real culprit behind this tragedy. 

Actually, West Germany 
reached its zenith in the 1970- 
72 period, when they brilliantly 
won the European Championship 
under the dual ieadership of 
Beckenbauer and Netzer. 


They were good enough, but 


barely, to win tre World Cup two 
years later, largely because of 
the stupidity and carelessness of 
Holland. 

But since then the decline has 
been clear-cut. 

This year a narrow and uncon- 
vincing odd goal win over Eng- 
land and the USSR: was followed 
by a defeat in Hamburg against 
Brazil. 


The present West German side 
contains hosts of very good 
players — but no great ones.

The talented newcomers, Neu- 
mann, Abramezik, Rummenigge, 
Kaitz and Russmann, would have 
needed another season or two to 
reach their peak while that 
brilliant central striker Fischer 
must have .proper. support to 
function at his best. 

_ Rainer Bonhof looks like the 
only man in the team capable of 
emerging as a real superstar — 
with Fischer, perhaps, if the at- 
tack functions — but teams that 
win World Cups usually have 
three or four outstanding players. 

In one respect, however, you 
cant underseli the Germans: 
their team spirit is invariably per-

Poland, the sensations of 
the 1974 series, could again 
do extremely well here; in 
fact, they could be the best 
European challengers. 

Although Polish club soccer 
has not progressed since 1974 
and has never been noteworthy 
for its achievements, the national 
team is a different story. 

Manager Jacek Gmoch, one of 
the most intelligent of all World 
Cup managers, has been pa- 
tiently building up for Argentina. 

Actually, he has made few 
changes in the team he inherited 
from Gorsky. 

The only real ‘star from 1974 
who has vanished from the 
scene is Robert Gadocha; all the 
others are still there and avail- 
able, with the exception of the 


_retired Musial and Maszezyk, 


now in France. 

What's more, Gmoch can now 
count on the brilliant Lubanski, 
32, who missed the 1974 World 
Cup having been kicked out of 
the game for two years by 
McFarlane, the England stopper. 

Since then Lubanski, a semi- 
invalid, has been allowed to join 
the Beigian Lokeren and there, 
miraculously, recovered and has 
now fought his way back into the 
Poland side. 

Gmoch will also have. that 
amazing goalie, Tomaszewski, 
that massive stopper Gorgon, 
the elegant midfielder Deyna 
and the two great strikers, Lato 
and Szarmach — as well as a 
few new faces. 

Poland's great handicap could 
be wet, muddy grounds, quite 
possible during the Argentinian 
winter. e 

They play on the ground and 


-are quite a different proposition 


when short-passing becomes im- 
possible. 

_To counter this possible dis- 
advantage, the players will go to 
Argentina with a very special in- 
centive.

In 1970, at home, they reached 
the quarterfinals —- but on all 
other occasions they went ae 
quietly and early.

times — but Roca promises dif- 
ferent things for June. 

He intends to field one of the 
youngest teams in Argentina, 
one which is prepared to run and 
fight for the 90 minutes. 

They have been preparing

Nurtured on the fraditions of 
French soccer, Tunisia’s strength 
is about equal to an average Ital- 
ian second division side — 
clearly not the ingredient from 
which World Cup successes are 
built. 

While Tunisia is unlikely to 
snaich even a singie point in the 
series, some of their more ac- 
complished players could catch 
the eye.
